pital garments that the Red Cross 
jnust keep sending la a never-ending 


on to help In the buying of wool and 
knitting needles, the shipment of com- 
pleted articles as promptly as possible, 
and stirring the enthusiasm of the 
walkers to finish the job at OIK-C so 
that the soldiers may have the entire 
consignment before they begin to suf- 
fer with the cold. 


Here are the directions for knitting 


each of the four article*., as deter- 
mined upon by the Red Cross authori- 
ties at Washington, after carefully con- 
sideration of the army's needs: 
* 


Equipment. 


Knitting machines may be used If 


desired. 


Yarn may be either khaki or gray. 


The Red Cross supply service will 
carry the gray Oxford mixtures, 4-ply 
10's construction. 


Knitting needles to be, as designated, 


No. 1. 135-1000 inches In diameter; No. 
2, 175-1000 inches; No. 3, 200-1000 
inches; or steel No 32. 


General Directions. 


Stitches should not be cast on too 


tightly 


Knitting should bo clone evenly and 


firmly and all holes should be avoided. 


Joining should bo clone by splicing 


or by leaving two or three Inches at 
each end of the jam to be darned in 
careful Ij. 


All Knots, ridges or lumps should bo 


most carefully avoided, especially in 
socks, as they are apt to blister the 
foet. 


Sleeveless Sweater. 


Three hanks of yarn (throe-fourths 


pound) ; one pair Rod Cross needles, 
Xo 3

The action of the subcommittee will 
be reported for ratiilcation to the full 
joint conference of operators and min­ 
ers. 
The action taken by the bituminous 
fiubcommittee will have an important 
effect, it is said, on the wage con­ 
tracts 
to 
bo 
negotiated in central 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Michi 
gan,, Iowa and Kentucky by the Unit 
ed Mine Workers of America. Nearly 
200,000 men will benefit by the in-

in 
Western 
Pennsylvania,

Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 
Aside from the general increases of 
three cents a ton granted by the coal 
companies, the 
miners 
in 
western 
Pennsylvania won the mine-run sys­ 
tem of paying wages, sometliing the 
officers of the union say they have 
been striving to obtain 
for 
thirty 
years. 
The mine-run 
system 
adds 
2.39 cents a ton to the miners* wages 
and gives them about 
$1,250,000 
a 
year, not counting three cents a ton 
general increase also won by them. 
The mine run was bitterly fought 
by Pittsburgh 
operators, 
but 
was 
agreed to through the persistence oi 
the ofiiicers of the western Pennsyl 
vania district, strongly supported by 
the international oflicials of the min­ 
ers* union. 
The wage increases allowed on the 
mine-run basis in western Pennsylva­ 
nia are 5,39 cents a ton on machine 
raining, making the rate 50 cents a 
ton, and three cents on pick mining, 
advancing this rate to G7.G4 cents a 
ton. 
In Ohio machine mining is incrcas 
ed three cents a ton on machine coal, 
to 50 cents. 
Three cents a ton is 
added on pick mining in the Jackson, 
Pomeroy, Crooksville and Tuscarawas 
districts, bringing tlie rate up to about 
70.G cents, .and four one-hundredths of 
one cent is put on pick mining in the 
eastern 
Ohio, 
Cambridge, 
Hocking 
Valley and Amsterdam-Bergholtz dis­ 
tricts, making the rate C7.C4, which is 
the same level as that in the Pitts 
burgh fields. 
Indiana operators agree to increase 
the machine mining rate ZVs to 52 
cents a ton, and three cents is abided 
to pick coal, making the rate G4 cents 
ft ton. 
In Illinois the machine rate is in­ 
creased three cents to 54 cents, and 
pick mfning three cents, to G4 cents 
Thus the differential between Illinois« 
und Indiana is reduced a half cent. 
The Indiana miners were not satisfied 
with the 3V^ cents increase in their 
6tate, they having demanded 5^/^ cents 
advance, in order to bring the rates 
Tip to Danville, Illinois, level of 5J 
cents.

Building Temporary Brtdf*. 
Contractor C. A Cashman and force of 


men are now at work on a temporary 
bridge to span the Conewago, creek, at 
Lingg's mill, a short distance, west of town, 
on Lincoln Highway.

Escaping from the Adams county i til 


twice in one week is the record of waiter 
Forbes and Robert Staub, two soldiers >a 
the Gettysburg camp, They were in 
on a minor charge and last Sunday morn- 
ing before daylight escaped after sawin* 
the iron bais from the window and crawl- 
ing over the wall surrounding the jail yard. 
They were recaptuml at Carlisle and re- 
turned to jail on Tuesday. Friday night, 
with a bright autumn moon they made 
another get-away. 


Since their return they had been confin- 


ed in separate cells, the one occupying the 
granite room always used for murderers 
because it was believed to be specially safe. 
It was from this) cell that the first of ths 
two prisoners got out.

description of the camp life of the four N. 
Oxford boys at Kelly Field: Kaiser, of the 
74th squadron; Sterner, of the 60th. and 
Clearer and I of the (Hit Pint of all, the 
camp is located 7 miles from San Antonio 
the must progressive Texae city, and in 
the great cotton belt The camp !• divid- 
ed into two parta. We are in Camp X o. 1 
which covers about 3000 acre* and is taken 
up by the tents, barracks, hangar* and 
platform or landing field. Kelly Field 
No. 2 la a permanent camp and none of 
the Oxford boys is stationed, there. An 
interacting thing here ia the dusty brut by 
deeert, with its cactus thorns and rattlers. 


The recruits are first pat in the tented 


or quarantine camp for two weeks, after 
which they are assembled intoequadrous, 
drilled, put on fatigue, and rtood on guard 
till they are shipped out or sent to Field 
No. 2. There are several hundred com- 
missioned officers here who do the drilling 
and are the aviators, for commissioned 
officers are the only ones woo fly as yet, 
but it is the general belief that privates 
will also fly soon. We are known as the 
pick and shovel gang here. Some of the 
boys have a pick and shovel nailed to 
their barracks while others have aero- 
planes. Our uniform will be somewhat 
different from the other branches of the 
service; our hat cord is white and (black) 
silver, and our collar ornament eagle 
wings; also a blue patch on our right arm 
with two propellers and tbo number of 
our eqnadron in vhite figures 


Our daily routinp is the same as any 


other branches with few exceptions: Re- 
veille 5 45, Breakfast 6 a. m., drill 7.45 
till 1045, mail distribution 11.15, chow 
12 a. m.,.dnll 1.15 to 3.45, mail distribu- 
tion 4 p. m., chow 5 p. m., retreat 6 
p m., and lights out 9.30, tattoo 11.p. 
m. I wish you would try OUT menu (Sept. 
25) for cue day. Breakfast: coffee 
fried 


liver and onions, <lry bread. Dinner: 
boiled ham and cabbage, apple pudding, 
bread. Supper: beef stew, meshed pota- 
toes, bread and ice tea. Now the quan- 
tity is also limited in our squadron but 
will n9t be in a few weeks. This is one of 
the things that makes the camp life partly 
undesirable at Kelly Field. Another thiiig 
that causes the boys much annoyance is 
the sand storms which are called "Texas". 


I tell you a little item of news from 


home brings up the spirits of a Kelly Boy. 
Would be glad to hear of some of the 
Camp Meade boys. Can't do without the 
"Item". As it is 9:30,1 will close before 
the lights are put out.
